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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See fn re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 
1993); /n re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686

2. Claims 15-18 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over 
claims 16-22 of U. S. Patent No. 5,998,950 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend 
the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the patent and is 
covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming common subject matter, as 
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follows: As shown throughout prosecution, the difference between the instant invention and the 
patent claims is the change of energizing a motor and the sensing door movement. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see paper #24 Appeal Brief, filed 7-21-03, with respect to claims 
15-18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The Final Rejection of 8-29-02 has been 
withdrawn.
